‘We know that such men are wont to raise the 


ery of persecution, whenever they are restrained 
from their wickedness. But persecution is an 
attempt to force the conscience of a man to make 
him believe contrary to his convictions of truth. 
‘This the law. cannot, ought not to do. Con- 
science is not to be controlled by human laws. 
The freedom of opinion is above the reach of 
any human tribunal. But the punishment of 
blasphemy is a very different thing. A man 
‘may think: as he pleases, but he has no right to 
utter sentiments which corrupt the minds of 
men. He has no right to exhibit an obscene 
picture, or to give utterance to obscene or blas- 
phemous language. He has no right to-do this. 
The legal maxim, applied to property, is equally 
applicable in this case. Sic ulere tuo ut alie- 
num non laedas. Let each one'so use his own 
freedom, so enjoy his own faith, as not to injure 


‘the rights of others. Blasphemy interferes with 
-the rights of others. It is, therefore, an offence 
against the interests of the community. It was

Eriscorpat Generat Convention.—The tri- 
ennial Convention of the Protestant Episcopal! 
Church, now assembled in Philadelphia, is nu- 
merously attended. Exciting subjects have al- 
ready been broached. The first motion which 
caused any debate of general interest was pro- 
posed by Mr. H. A. Dubois, of Ohio, who asked 
for the reading of the credentials from Connecti- 
og. 


to show that while the deputies from that Dio- 
cese had been appointed by a convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, one of them he 
learned had styled himself in a printed eommu- 
nication *‘ a Presbyter of the Reformed Cath- 
olic Church.”

ment ;—that during the earlier years of the Se- 
minary, a portion of the permanent funds had 
been nécessarily absorbed in the support of the 
Institution ;—that, subsequently, the remainder 
had been invested more profitably, and as it was 
supposed safely, (which was the fact in relation 
toa very large amount transferred from the 
stock of the United States Bank ;) and had pro- 
duced fur some years, not only sufficient means 
to meet the current expenses of the Seminary, 


absorbed, and in:leed a surplus of income, which 
was carried over to the annual support, after 
some of these investments had ceased for a time 
to yield revenue, and others of them yielded a 
dim‘nished .revenue ;—that these investments 
having subsequently depreciated and totally or 
partially eeased to yield a revenue, a deficiency 
in the annual income of the Seminary had thus 
occurred, and become acharge upon the church- 
es ;—and that an addition to this deficiency had 
been made, in consequence of thé establishment 
of a fourth professorship, which, although 2 has 
not suffered any loss of the means contributed 
for its endowment, was, like the others only par- 
tially endowed. 1t appeared further, that the in- 
vestments which had depreciated, have, within 
several years, considerably increased in value, 
and have become more productive, while there 
is a prospect that they will continue to improve, 
until they can be transferred, as is intended, to 
other securities more stable, without so great 
loss as would have have been incurred, if they 
had been sold some years ago, and perhaps with- 
out any very serious loss ultimately—although, 
in transferring them to such safer securities, it 
cannot be expecied that they will yield such 
large revenues as they have done formerly ;— 
and in contemplation of the entire condition of 
the funds, however safely vested, there must 
still be a large deficiency of means to meet the 
annual expenses of the Seminary. 

The funds contributed fur the Scholarships, 
“have, in like manner, experienced a partial de- 
preciation and diminution of their annual in- 
come, which it is, at least, desirable to repair. 

‘The Convention entered into a free con- 
versation on athe subject; after which, it was, 

Resolved, ‘That a Committee be appointed to 
take the whofe matter into consideration and sug- 
gest a plan fdr supplying the deficiency in the 
current income of the Seminary on the basis of 
» a full endowment of the Institution. 

Messrs. Janeway, McElroy, Boardman, Al- 
len, and Bryant, were appointed the above Com- 
inittee. 

Adjourned till 33 o’clock this afternoon.

minister, who preceded the present pastor, ever 
left the church until called away by death. 
All sleep together in the same grave-yard, and 
shall rise together in the last great day. ‘l'heir 
names were Malachi Jones, Richard ‘Treat, 
-D.D., William M. Tennent, D.D., and William 
Dunlap. Mr. Jones came to this country from 
Wales, and ministered to this people about fif- 
een years. Dr. Treat was spared to a good 
old age, and was their pastor nearly half a cen- 
jury. Dr. ‘Tennent was called from the church 
n Greenfield, Connecticut, and had the charge 
of the fluck of Christ in this place, and also in 
Norriton and Providence, for nearly thirty years. 
Mr. Dunlap, who succeeded Dr. ‘Tennent, was 
man of delicate frame; at.d having taken a 
evere cold in crossing one of our northern lakes 
on the ice, returning from a missionary tour 
in Canada, while a licentia‘e, his career was 
short; and inflammation of the lungs ending in 
pulmonary consumption, terminated his work 
in this part of the vineyard in about six years. 
So that in 1819, the period when the writer was 
ordained and installed pastor, there had only 
been four ministers placed over this people dur- 
ing the space of one hundred and five years. 

I find a tablet erected to the memory of Mr. 
Jones with this inscription. 

Here lyes the body of 
The Rev. Mr. Malachi Jones, who departed this life 
March 26, in the year 1729. 
fElatis sue, 73. 
He was the first minister in this place.

Dr. Treat preached for several years without 
much apparent good: resulting from his ministry. 
But after the frequent visits of Whitfield to this

His amia- 
ble character, his Christian. deporiment, and 
his faithful preaching, soon drew around him 
an attached congregation. Some of those who 
sut under hie ministry still survive, and 
of him with the greatest respect and veneration. 
He was of William ‘Tennent, of Log 
College memory; and though he was perhaps 
inferior to his grandfather, or to his unele Gil- 
bert, in erutlition and eloquence; stil} he was 
possessed of a meek and quiet spirit, and was 
a useful miuister of the gospel of Christ... _ .

Extract from the minutes of the Presbytery 
of Long Island, in session at Bri pion, 
September 17th, 1844, _ 

The committee to whom was referred the 
subject of the absence of members from our 
churches without letters of dismission, respeci- 
fully report, 

In view of the want of faithful supervision on 
the part of church sessions, which the evil com- 
plained of implies, and_of the great injuries both 
to the persons thus absenting themselves, and to 
the churches with which they worship, 

Resolved, 1. ‘That duty to the church, re- 
quires each church session to know, watch over, 
and care for, every member of the church com- 
mitted to their care. 

Resolved, il. ‘That church sessions be direct- 
ed to communicate as far as practicable with 
those members who have been absent from their 
respective churches for more than one year, and. 
urge them to take letters of dismission. 

Resolved, U1. That the privilege of occasion- 
al communion be not extended beyond one year, 
unless in cases of obvious propriety. 

Resolved, 1V. That pastors and elders be di- 
rected to instruct all their members in this im- 
portant ap of church order. 

Resolved, V. That these resolutions be pub- 
lished in every church under our care, and also 
in the Presbyterian.

THE PRESBYTERY OF NEW BRUNSWICK. 


The following abstract of the proceedings of 
this Presbytery ut their meeting at Allentown on 
the 1st and 2d days of October, is published 
for the more general information of the Sessions 
and congregations within their bounds. 

Board of Missions.—As the Presbytery are 
now. sustaining two missionaries within their 
own bounds, and feel the obligation to increase 
at the same time their aid te the general opera- 
tions of our Domestic Board, they adopted a re- 
solution requesting each Session to obtain a sum 
equal in the aggregate to at least thirty-three 
cents for each communicant for these purposes. 

Board of Foreign Missions.—A_ similar re- 
solution to the above was adopted directing the 
churches to collect at least thirty-three cents for 
each communicant, for Foreign Missions; the 
Session of each church being charged with the 
collection of the same, and to report thereon at 
the April meeting of the Presbytery. 

Board of Education.—A resolution similar 
in all respects to that in reference’ to Forei 
Missions was adopted in relation to this Board, 

Church Schools.—The Rev. Messrs. Cooley, 
Deruelle, and Hale were appointed a committee 
to report at the next staled meeting whether 
or what further measures ought to be taken for 
promoting the establishment of Church Schools, 
and securing a more efficient Christian education 
of the children and young people in our congre- 
gations, 

Church Extension.—The Presbytery appoin- 
ted the Rev. Drs. A. Alexander, Miller and Rice 
a committee, in accordance with the advice of 
the last General Assembly, through whom appli- 
cations fur aid in building churches in our bounds 
are to be made to the Board of Missions. _ 

Licentiate.—Mr. Samuel Miller, jr. was licen- 


‘sed as a probationer for the Minisiry. 


Meelings.—An adjourned meeting of the Pres- 
bytery will be held at New Brunswick, October 
15th at half past two o’clock—the day of the 
meeting of the Synod. ‘The next stated meeting 
will be held in the Seminary Chapel, at Princeton, 
on the first ‘Tuesday of February next, ateleven 
o'clock.
